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EDITORIAL NOTES 


So MUCH GOOD SENSE APPEARS IN AN ARTICLE in the November, 
1930, Ontario Library Review, by Mrs. A. M. Kennedy, Librarian of 
the Kingston Public Library, that the Booklist would like to reprint all 
of it. This being impossible, a quotation from it must suffice. The 
paper was read at the Library Institute, held at Ottawa in October, 
and is entitled “The librarian in her relationship to books and 
readers.” It deals only with the library’s relation to the adult reader, 
not the child. 


Our job as librarians is to present books to our readers that reflect the 
thoughts and experiences of man, his actions and reactions. Another 
thing you must remember is that people read into books their own ex- 
periences and emotions. Use common sense in such instances, the adult 
mind should be able to endure in print what he knows by experience and 
observation, provided of course the situations are treated with restraint 
and a due sense of proportion and artistry. Take for instance, Shake- 
speare who had such a giant mind that he could enter into the hearts and 
minds of an Othello, a Macbeth, a Caliban, or a King Lear and Hamlet, 
and yet through it all one knows Shakespeare was a happy person, loving 
all things fair and beautiful, yet with a gusto for the coarser side of life 
as well. Life is there with all its lights and shades and closing one’s eyes 
to it does not affect the situation. Think of what youth sees every day 
through the motion picture dramas and do not worry unduly about the 
corruption of their morals through the books in the library. 

Do not be too much concerned about adverse criticism of books. I re- 
member a clergyman objecting to a life of Christ we had in the library, 
and wanting it withdrawn. We had Seeley’s, Papini’s, Paterson-Smyth’s, 
larrar’s, and many others; we had also Renan’s and I thought it should 
stay there as it was a classic. There have been many controversies about 
the historical Jesus, but the influence of his life could not be affected by a 
few questions and doubts. Many people are concerned about Bible criticism 
and object to it in libraries. I was reading a book the other day entitled 
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“Robbing Youth of Its Religion,” by Halliday. The book dealt with such 
subjects as miracles, Story of Jonah, Virgin birth, Son of Gods, etc. But 
in the Roman empire at the time of Jesus emperors were crowned as gods, 
many people in the time of the renaissance (Italian) considered that Da 
Vinci was a god, the legend was extant in his day. Cellini spoke of it in 
his memoirs. Shakespeare’s mind and genius have not been equalled since 
his time. Today Einstein is claimed to have a brain far surpassing that of 
any other in modern history, and so it goes on. 

Even if you do not believe the trend of modern thought, why be in- 
flexible? It will not hurt any one to get a new idea or different view 
point ; prove these things, do not condemn before you have read and di- 


rested such books.
